I A M not ignorant of the unequal 
Terms, upon which he enters the 
Lifts in a Paper-War, who draws 
his Pen on the Defenfive Side j 
thofe, who engage the Malice of Man- 
Jtind to their Party, will generally, I 
fear, lead more numerous Troops, and 
.find much better Encouragement than 
A a thofe, 
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thofej who ibllicit their ^dNatiirCj or, 
appeal to theii' Juftice. 

For, as moft Men have; PaiEons^ 
whilft few are .blcffed with Undcrftan- 
dings J and that there arc many morc^ 
who are ready to fneer, than are ca- 
pable to judge^ or willing to acquit ; 
lb the Gkte of a declamatory Invec- 
tive, thp' never fo ,iU founded, -wili 
dazzle much greater Numbers, than 
ihe tleareft Reafoning, aiid inoft .con- 
clufive Arguments will ever enlighten^ 

But notwithftanding the DiladvanT 
tagcs, which from the Imperfedion of 
human Kind, they ibmetimes labour 
under, whb undertake the juftcr Caufo;^' 
as I flatter my lelf, that On fomc Oc- 
<:afions,'the Honefty of gur Minds may 
recoil agairift this Pibpenfity to Satyr, 
and that what is too general^ is not 
univerlal ; fince I imagine there arc 
Cafes, where People may be more 
ihock'd at the Morals gf a &ityrift^ 
than pleaJed with his. Wit, and will, 
hot fuffer the Depravity ot their Na-' 
tures to be flattered at the Expence of 
their 
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thcif Principles ; I ftiall not be dcter*d> 
by the Difcouragements I have enu-' 
merated, nor the Fear of incurring that 
Ridicule, which often attends being 
jferioUs, from entring into a Ihort Ex- 
imination of the original Dcfign, Pr6- 
grcis, and EffeOs, <^ the "Writings of 
the Cfaftfinafij who Teems of late, un- 
der the Shelter of the Law, and an' 
AffeQatioii of telling bold Truths, to 
have ufurped a Right of circulating 
guarded Treafons, .and we^y -Fal- 
Ihoods, throughout the whole King- 
dom. 

He has, by a Sort of Papal Autho- 
rity, taken upon him to cite, expound 
and comment upon out E/igli& Hifto- 
ry, ^ dogmatically, as un&irly, and 
ofteii as" ignopMitly, as his Holinefe 
himlelf ever did on the Scriptures j he 
'perverts Charaders and Meahings, as 
the other does Texts and Doftrines, 
and like him, whfen he does not find 
.the Originals appofite to his Purpofe, 
his Invention fupplics' his Learning, 
and he makes them io., •• 

But 
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5uT u^lcfs he could contrive, that 
the Reading of our Hiftorians fliould 
be prohibited to his Followers, as that 
of the Gofpel is to the Pope's, his 
Frauds may chance to be detedcd,' the 
Sed of yanfen^s to his Dodrine cn- 
creafc, and Mr. Damer^& Bulls not 
received with that implicit Faith, and 
blind Submillion, which is paid to thbie 
oiRome. 

To point out the Rancour, the A- 
crimony, and Virulence with whicH 
all his Frodudions are fraught, would 
beanunncccffary, and tedious Task j it 
would be tedious, as every Paper, and 
alpioft every Paragraph, he 1ms writ^ 
ten, might be quoted as Sb miany accu- 
mulated Proofs ; and it would be un- 
neceflary, bccaufe fuch Proofe, thd' 
they would call a Refleftion upon him, 
would not wipe off thofe he lias eiir 
deavourcd to caft upon others. 

For as the Brutality of an Execu- 
tioner docs not prove the Innocence 
of him who fuffers ; io it is poffible 65r 
a Criniinal to dcfcrve his Puniihment, 
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thtf one abhors the Ifend that fccpM 
to take a Pleafure in infli&ing; it. 

My befign therefore is, to fliew the 
Fallhood of thefe Authors Indidmcnts, 
qnd the Unfeirncls of their Profecu- 
tirns ; to confidcr the Allegations, 
without entering into the Charafters 
of thofe who advance them, and with- 
out expatiating on the trite Topicks 
of the Defpair, and Profligacy of fome 
of the Fraternity 5 the Envy, Ambiti- 
on, and Piiappointment of others ; 
and the want of Temper, Candour 
and Judgment in all ^ I fliall curlbrily 
run through the Steps of their Perfor- 
mances, and as Circumftances occur, 
occalionally in Ibme few Inftanccs ob- 
fcrve, how Oai their Affertions tally 
with Truth, their Quotations with 
Hiftfflcy, their Conduft with, their Pro- 
felSons, and even their Writings with 
Thcmfclvcs. 

When firft this meritorious and lau- 
dable Work was undertaken, many 
pompous Profeffions were made to the 
World, and many fpecious Pleas were

brought for letting it on Foot ; pri- 
vate Views wore the Mask of pubUck' 
Good ; Ambition cloathed itfclf in Po- 
pularity ; the Spirit of Refentinent 
took the Title of the Spirit of Li- 
berty ; and the Wel&re of the Nation, 
and Loyalty to the King, , were made" 
the pmilible Pretences for throwing^ 
amongft his People the Seeds o^ Gla- 
mour againft his Minifters, aAd his 
Ivfeafures ; for preaching Sedition, and' 
endeavouring to in&le Difcontent ihto-- 
the Hearts of all his Subjeds. 

For a little -while indc^ afl the 
Arrows in the ' Cfaflfmatfs Quivtf , 
ieemed directed Iblely at one Mark; 
they were leveil'd at a Miniftcr,whom' 
one of this Club (one \diofe' Prudence- 
was never reckon'd by his fceft Friends 
his principal Virtue) was lb ungoarded, 
in hjs Enmity, to dtchaejhewmJdper'' 
fae to his DefiruSiion ; he publickly- , 
fworc his Ruin, j but tho' he bound 
himfelf under this Curfe, Providence 
has io ordain'd, that had he not- eat 
nor drank till he had pompleated it 
. . Mid 
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and Hain -Paul, he muft Icmg ago have 
been ftarved. 

However the whole Stream of 
their Malice, for ibme Time, flowed 
only in this Channel, to Tilify this 
Minifter's Name^ to arraign his Con» 
du^, depreciate his Services, blacken 
his Charader, and weaken his Citditj 
both with his Prince land his Fellow- 
Subjeds ; all Hands were imployed, 
and all Engines fet at Work ^ Manu- 
Icripts were circulated, the Prcfs 
loaded, Coffee-Houfe Talkers, Table- 
Wits, and Bottle-Companioiu had their 
{nftradions given them - ^ and the 
grofleft Falihoods were inculcated in 
the grofleft Terins j the lacrcd Cor- 
jefpohdences in former^ Friendftiips 
were perverted, the Secrets dilclofed, 
and all the Xaws of Nature, Cuftom, 
Priiiciple, Morality and Society tram- 
pled on, and broken. 

' When the Sources of their Invent 

tion grew dry. Libraries were ran- 

feck'd; the Annals of all Ages were 

turned over, and Extrafts made, out

of the worft Charafttrs, that the TUf- 
torians, or Cakbs^ of other Times ever 
tranfmittcd to Poftcrity, to be applied 
to thcfc. 

The Sejanufi and Wolfifs of for- 
mer Ages, the Menzikops and Cojcia's 
of later Ditcs, were defcribed in their 
blacfceft Colours ; and Parallels were 
drawn between Perfons and Charafters, 
where no Similitude or Affinity could 
ever have been found, if the Records 
of other Ages had not been copied by 
the Slander of this. 

When they found the Words of 
the Authors they referr'd to not 
ftrong enough, the Weight of their 
own was added, and, convey'd in bor- 
rowed Names: ItaJkls pointing out 
the favourite p8flages,and the Coinage 
of Moderns comma'd on the Side, 
was often inforted, like Quotations 
from the Ancients, for whole Paragraphs 
together. 

But the Man, whom the Madneft 

of their Inveteracy in fo indecent a 

Manner, 
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Manner, continued to pelt widi this 
Series of Ribaldry, being as much Su- 
perior to his Ant^;onife in Tempei", 
as in Judgment, cooly ftood the iuo- 
ceffive Shocks of their wafted Fire ; 
equally inrulnerable in his Quiet^ and 
in his Charter. 

He contemned Accufetions, which 
his own Confcience did not iecond; 
nor took the Voice of his Enemies 
for the Foice of the People ; He con- 
fidered. all their Clamour, as the natural 
£Se£b of Competition, and Diiap- 
pointment; and look'd upon this Tryal 
of his Patience, as the Tax every 
Minifter muft pay for Royal Favours ; 
fince Envy will always paint thofe 
moft blacky whom Princes moft dil^ 
tinguifli, as liirely as the ShfUlows of 
thole will always leem daepeft, on 
whom the Sun fliines the brighteft. 

But when this Scent became fo 
cold, that political Sportfmen grew 
weary of following a Pack of Animals, 
who were always barking at a Prey 
they could not Wound, and following 
what 
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wimt tjjey could not overtake ; and that 
theie Wiriters had rang the Change* 
on tiie; Words, Corruptlony BriBery. 
Male-ji^r»mifirationy OppreMon and 
Ifijuftk^tiM People were lb Mbituated 
to the V^x et pratefia mini, that the 
Peal laid^ thofe to flc?p, whom the 
Ringers propofed it Ihould alarm ; they 
began to find that other Forces muft. 
be drawn out, new Batteries fbrm'd^ 
and new Places attack'd. 

However I muftobferre here, that 
during their Chace after this Minifter, 
they had from Time to Time made 
great Profeflions to the Prince heferv'd, 
of their Loyalty to his Government 
and Affedion to his Perlbn j tho' they 
were at the lame Moment exclaiming 
againft every Step of his Meafurcs, and 
every Aftion of his Reign. 

How they propoied .Ifis Majefty 
ihould reconcile thefe - gcraSal Profet- 
ons, with fuch particu^r Reflexions, \ 
Jtnownot; but IlHould think the Al- 
ternative, they gave him, of being un- 
juft enough to abett the flagrant Ini- 
qnities 
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qiiitics they complajn'd of, or fefirid c- 
nough not to perceive them, was oncj 
which neither he, nor ?ny one who has 
tile Honour to know him, would loojc 
ufion, as any very great Compliment^ 
cither to his Hcadj or his Heart. 

And if there were any lengths of 
Ab&rdiry, to which the Vanity of hu- 
man Nature could hot carry ibmc of 
thofe, in whole Compofition it prdided 
the ftrongeft, one would wonder, how 
a Set of Writers could hope to have Art 
«iou^ tblucceed in flattering a Prince, 
whofe Undcrftandings had already miC- 
carried in the low Endeavours of cajCH 
ling a Mob. 

- JSuT'as the Idle, the Prefiigate, and 
the Defperate have Time enough to 
ipare, no Characters to lofe, and no worie 
Situation to fear ; fo thefc Gentlemen 
JcncW, whatever VmjeQ: they engaged- 
in, provided they efcaped Hanging, (and 
oven that Danger fome of them per- 
Mps may poffibly be inured to) tihey- 
could be ho great Sufferers by the Mifc' 
carriage. 
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caniage ^ and ihould remain, butwheic 
they were. 

Pursuant therefore to the Scheme 
of trying what could be done by Flat- 
tery, t}iey were perpetually declaring 
them&lves not Jacobites, but Patriots j 
they^To up Fog for. fuch ;. but at the 
iame Time, that they were treading in 
his Steps, talking in his Style,and Sit- 
ing under {us Banner, they profefled an 
Abhorrence to his Caufe : As if the 
whole World muft not perceive, that, 
their only Option was owning them- 
ielres Knaves enough to be Gon^e- 
lates in it, or weak enpugh to be the 
Tools of it. 

However they abjured F«^s Ap- 
pellation, and ftuck to their own ^ fo 
that this Sed of Patriots was to Jaco- 
bites, what Socinians were, to Arians, 
and Pironifts to Scepticks; they preach'd 
the fame Dodrine, and held the £une 
Tenets, but took a different Nani«^ and 
endeavoured, by the fubtle Sophiftry 
of Words, l<^ically to prove a Diftlnc- 
tion, yrhefe there was e0entially no 
Difierende. 

XXhder 
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Undir this affefted Title, and with 
iiich fliallow Artifices, they labour'd to 
convince the King of the Attachmcrft 
thejr had to his Pcrfoh, whilft they , 
were railing at his Government j and 
of the Zeal they had fdr Him, whilft 
they were obftruding all his Mea^ 
liiresi 

Nor did they ever flip any Occafion 
to afllirc him, how poffiblc it was, 
without the kraft' leaning to the Pre- 
tender, to aft conftantly in concfert with 
his Agents ; and without ahy Tih&ire 
of Republican Principled, to be always 
inveighing againft the Dangers and 
Inconveniencies of the nioft limited 
Monarchy. 

At length finding theft Abftrdities 
and Contradiftions too grofs to pals, 
ttnd all their ingratiating SchcJncs 
abortivCj they grew weary of the 
Confhaint of fpeaking a Language 
ft» foreign to their Hearts ; and refolvcd 
at once to throw both the Mask and 
Scabbard afide, to temporize no longer^ 
C but 
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but openly to attack^ even that &crCd 
Perfon, which hitherto they had Only 
dared obliquely to touch, and collate- 
rally to glance at. 

The T*anfitit>n was eafy from Mi- 
nifters to Princes j and the fame Me* 
thods that had ferved to defame th* 
one, were now imployed to depreciate' 
the other. The whole Artillery" ot 
Pamphleteers, Ballad-mongers, and Li- 
bellers was drawn out j they recurrM a* 
gain to Hiftory for Parallels, they quo-^ 
ted Tyrants in Italicfcs, fliow'd by 
what SfepS Rfirolutiotts might be 
form'd J and rcfolTcd, fincc they could 
hot prevail on the King to change his 
Miniftry, to try if they could not pcr- 
fwade the People to change iheit 
King. 

A Prince^ whofe p^rlbnal Courage 
has bten fo often proved, whofe Juflke 
was ncTet cail'd in Queftion, and whof^ 
Abilities are equal to his Applicatioi^ 
^as often, hinted at by thefe loyal and 
worthy (kntlemen, in Stiggeftioasi 
which

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which a|iy other Author muft ■ fiiare 
their Crime, to be able tp repeat with- 
out blufting. 

. HEhasb^ndelcribedasaPrinM who 
Relighted only in Troops and Taxes ; 
tho''every A^ion of his Reign demoixr 
flrates, what hia every Declaration from 
the Throne has profefs'd, that his conr 
fiant and fteady Aim, is the f!afe and 
Peace of his Subjefts, jn the Reduftion 
ofboth, 

If train'd in Camps, and cxpbftd ii| 
the Confederate Armies and common 
Caife of Europe, the Glory of hjs cacr 
lier Years was Bravery and Succefi in 
War ; how naturally might the Fame 
}ie ?cquired by his S\yord, feave biafe'^ 
his Mind to that noble Impcrfedioij 
of the greateft Souls, the Love of 
eXercifihgit, 

But if the fecret Inclinations of his 

Jleart, did rather lean towarfjs the 

Scenes of Aftion, than the Paths of 

Quiet ; $nd that he wag more delighted 

C 2 with 
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with' a Military than a Civil Fame (tho' 
•with equal Abilities to acquire either) 
what Obligations muft that People 
have to him, of whom he chole rather 
to be the Guardian than the teader ? 
whofe Welfare he preferr'd to his own 
Paffions, and for whom, declining all 
the dazling Trophies of Conqueft for 
himlelf, he has been conftantly endea- 
vouring, with a jufter Pride, to procure 
all the national Advantages of Peace? 

Whenever he has been crols'd or 
Tetarded in this Purfuit, with what 
Induftry have thcfe Authors afcribed 
all the natural Ebb5 and Flows of the 
Power and Intcrefts of Europe, and the 
ncceflary Viciffitudes and Fliiftuations 
of human Affairs, to Errors and Defe£b 
in the Councils of Great'Britain. 

They have as ignorantly as imfairly 
Ipoken of foreign Tranladions, like 
domcftick Meafures: As if Treaties 
could be made like Ads of Parliament 
and the lame Advantages procured to 
any cpe State ap a Congrcfs, wtiere aU 
Nations 
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Nations are laying in their dififeccnt 
Claims, and mutuaUy to be confidered ; 
as in a Senate, where the Welfare of 
one People only is to , be regarded, 
and the diftinft Intereft of each Partis 
cular makes the joint Intereft of the 
whole Body. 

With what Clamour have they in- 
cnlcatod the Decline of our Credit, 
arid the Decay of our Trade ; \vhilft 
it is demonftrably true, nbtwithftanding 
the Redu&ion of the national Intereft 
£>r Money, that, the one is at this 
Moment at as high a Mark, as ever 
it was known to ftand ; nor is it lefs 
fure, that the Sufpenfion of the other, 
as it was unavoidably owing to the 
late Commotions in Europe, fo muft 
its Revival be the certain, tho' gra- 
dual Confequence of the Treaty of 
Seville, and thoie Commotions, fiib- 
fiding. 

With the fianc Induftry, and the 
iame Juftice, have ^hey fu^i^e^ *^? 
Sacrifice the King is always ready to 

- "' make 
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jnafce of the Intereft of his Englijh to 
his foreign Dominions : Few Word? are 
iqfficicnt to the jjealbnablc apd the 
candid, to obviate that Afpcrlion ; aiwj 
with the weak and the faftiousj who 
}5 idle cnongh to cxpoftulate ? Wheq 
the King had his Option of Pei^e with 
the Empire, or Peace with Spain^ 
which was the Intereft of fianoniefy and 
which was the Intereft of Qr^aP Mfir 
ta't» ? Which did he rgc^lj apd whJcl^ 
did he chufe ? Which power did he 
defy, and which did he caref? ? 

, Another falhiopahJcTopick in their 
Philipicfc? has been the C<^rrup\0 of 
the Times : This Word has been band* 
^d about with fnch ftrong Innutndq^ 
and round Affertions, ( for Example? 
and Proofs are never the Tools thefc 
■Gentlemen wojck with ) that ftinc 
have been weak enongh to doubt, 
whether there may not have been fonw 
Shadow of Truth, in what 1 take to be 
Jo ut-terly- falfe, that J believe I may 
venture ID &y, this is almoft the iaily 
Court, the only Reign, jp which np 
one 
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bbi Cngle ttiftance Wis tver prelend- 
W to be giveh, of Solicitation ttmdt, 
6r Favour BloWli, by the Force of 
MottejTi 

Btft had all thefe HetntfentationJ 
they have made of tht Decline, Con- 
tempt, and Corruption of our Situ- 
«ioh been faithfol Reports, where 
ftiuft th* Odlnm have filteh tdt on 
tke H«id of out State. Were he a 
flothiiil, in ighotant or in Indolent 
Prince, others might have incurr'd it ; 
but as few are lb ill inform'd, as not 
to know, ftom the minutcft to the 
ilMt Material Tranfiftions, both at 
Hoiht and Abixjad, that all who havft 
the Honour to fttve him, ate rathtt 
bis Agents thin his Deputies, that 
they ate the Mihifters bf his Diftates, 
and lK<t the Executets of their own 
iPrnJeSs ; fince 1 Saf every Thing is 
known to pais thto' that Ctntre, had 
theit InCnuations been true, riiey 
knew the Demerit would have been 
only his, who now enjoys all ^the 
Honour of their being falfe.- 

Nor 
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KoR h^ the indej&tigable Alfidu^ty 
bf Mr. Danvers for the Service of hi» 
Majeiftyi confined itfelf mecrly to the 
Advancement of his Honour as a King ; 
but with equal good Will ex^ndcd 
it fclf, even to the Care of his do- 
meftick Happineis. 

In this View (for in what other 
could it b(f ?) he has, with a Morality 
hot inferior to his Loyalty, not only 
dared to infiilt the Majefiy of thebeft 
Queen, but endeavour'd tocaft a Shade 
over the Virtues of the beft Woman. ; 

One noi lets amiable in every piK 
vatc Walk of Life, than perfect in her 
publick Station ; for as in th? latt^ 
her Liberality fo many have proved^ 
her A&bility all partake, and her uni-' 
verM Behevolcnce on every Occur- 
rence isihownjfoin the other, what 
i&xamples can be given, in any Rank 
of Life, of a better Wife, a better 
Mother, a better Miftrels, or a bettcf 
t^riend ? 
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it didc AppeUatioiu &em too &- 
lima, I bopc IfloU be forgiven 
the Uft ofthtm, fisceflle, to whom 
iftcy «it appUed, fiams more foUici>-
